5. Winning bidders will be notified within 24 hours of bid opening and must sign the timber sale
contract and submit an acceptable performance bond within 6 weeks of the bid opening. If the
winning bidder fails to execute the contract and submit an acceptable performance bond, the bidder
shall be required to forfeit to the department an amount equal to 10% of the total bid amount. Failure
to forfeit the 10% penalty will result in the bidder being considered ineligible to bid on any state or
GNA timber sales for a two-year period.

6. A Performance Bond or Letter of Credit is required before awarding of contract. The bond shall be
fifteen percent (15%) of the total bid value or a minimum of $1000.00, whichever is greater. The
bond will be held intact by the Department of Natural Resources until the satisfactory completion of
the timber sale contract. Performance bonds in a form of other than cash for these sales must expire
no earlier than 1-year past contract expiration date.

7. The Department of Natural Resources reserves the right to reject any and all bids.

SALES TAX CERTIFICATION
